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House Faces 
Test Today to 
Curb Spending

WASHINGTON W) House mem- 


bers today faced a major test of 
their professed determination to 
curb federal spending. 


They had to decide whether lo 


approve a recommendation of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
lhat 58 million dollars be cut from 
the amount President Eisenhower 
asked to run the Post Office 
De- 


partmcl for the year starting July 
1. 


The poslal appropriation is part 


of. a $3,884,927,000 money measure 
financing the Treasury and Post 
Office departments for the fiscal 
year. It is the first of the regular 
annul money bills on which fed- 
eral spending next year will bs- 
based.'All the -bills togather cm- 
body, requests for more,-than 73 
million dollars in new money.
